Representative Lee Hawkins was born in Gainesville, Georgia. He graduated from 
Gainesville High School and went on to attend Oxford College for his associate degree;

He currently 
serves the chairman of the Budget and Fiscal Affairs Oversight Committee, as well as the 
secretary of the Regulated Industries Committee. He also currently serves as a member on 
the Banks & Banking, Health & Human Services, Insurance, Rules and Small Business 
Development committees.
